Once again the season of the year 
has come when in accordance 
the custom of our forefathers for 
generations past the President ap- 
points a day as the special occasion 
for all our people to give praise tc 
and thanksgiving to God. 

During the past year we have been 
free from famine, from pestilence, 
from war. We are at peace with all 
the rest of mankind. Our natural re- 
sources are at least as great as those 
of any other nation. We believe that 
n ability to develop and take 
antage of these resources the aver- 
ige man of this nation stands at 
least as high as the average man of 
any other. Nowhere else in the 
world is there such an opportunity 
for a free people to develop to the 
fullest extent all its powers of body, 
of mind and of that which stands 
sove both body and mind— character. 
Much has been given us from on 
high and much will rightly be ex- 
pected of us in return. Into our care 
the ten talents have been intrusted, 
1 we are to be pardoned neither if 
squander and waste them, nor yet 
ve hide them in a napkin; for they 
must be fruitful in our hands. Ever 
throughout the ages, at all times 
among all people, prosperity has 
been fraught with dangers, and it be- 
hooves us to beseech the Giver of all 
things that we may not fall into love 
of ease and of luxury; that we may 
lose our sense of moral responsi- 
bility, that we may not forget our 
duty to God and to our neighbor.
